Educational  theory 
at  work  in  the  classroom 

Editor 

As  a  graduate  of  Carleton,  I  continue  to  stress  the  importance  of  post- 
secondary  education  to  high  school  students.  I  am  happy  to  state  that  the 
programs  offered  by  Carleton  are  popular  topics  of  conversation  among  my 
grade  12  students. 

1  attended  Carleton  from  1986-90.  My  years  at  the  university  were  enjoyable 
and  enlightening.  I  graduated  with  honours,  understanding  that  academic 
leadership  in  the  classroom  is  an  important  component  in  course  administration. 
During  my  undergraduate  program,  Carleton  professors  such  as  Duncan 
McDowall,  Parker  Duchemin  and  Doug  West  displayed  empathy,  compassion 
and  concern  in  the  classroom.  This  approach  to  teaching  created  a  positive 
environment. 

Students  achieve  effective  learning  through  specific  techniques  initiated  by 
a  teacher.  During  graduate  work  for  a  MEd  degree,  I  discovered  the  writings  of 
Kenneth  Leithwood.  He  and  other  academics  have  referred  to  the  success  of  the 
"transformational  leadership  theory"  and  its  dimensions  to  facilitate  an  environment 
of  reform. 

I  have  embraced  this  theory  to  facilitate  effective  learning.  As  Leithwood  and 
others  reveal,  the  theory  has  a  positive  impact  on  the  psychological  states  of 
people.  The  theory  has  the  power  to  motivate  and  energize  and  I  have  used  it 
to  motivate  troubled  youth.  I  feel  my  use  of  the  various  dimenions  of  the  theory 
has  been  very  effective  in  my  classroom.  Here  are  examples  of  how  these 
dimensions  are  used: 

•  Individual  consideration  requires  that  the  feelings  and  needs  of  people  be 
addressed  and  respected.  Respecting  diverse  opinions  creates  an  environment 
of  progressive  learning. 

•  Structuring  promotes  peer  learning  and  support.  Collective  goals  encourage 
student  involvement  in  projects,  presentations  etc.  which  creates  a  shared 
vision. 

•  High  performance  expectations  from  the  teacher  create  greater  self-esteem 
and  self-worth  in  the  student. 

•  By  modelling  the  attitude  that  is  desired,  I  emphasize  to  students  that  a 
teacher  is  "cool." 

While  a  student  at  Carleton,  I  observed  many  transformational  leadership 
dimensions  in  action.  In  fact,  many  Carleton  professors  have  influenced  my 
teaching  style  and  have  allowed  me  to  pursue  the  complexities  of  my  profession 
with  success.

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Charting  a  new  academic  course  for  Carleton 


ince  the  release  of  the  discussion  paper,  Steps  Towards  Renewal,  late  last  fall,  the  process  for 

charting  new  academic  directions  for  Carleton  has  been  progressing  rapidly.  In  late  November, 

the  university  senate  approved  a  series  of  recommendations  which,  when  implemented,  will 

change  the  academic  structure  of  the  university. 

The  new  structure,  which  will  be  in  place  this  September,  includes  two  divisions,  one  made  up 

of  the  Faculties  of  Engineering  and  Science  and  the  other  containing  a  Faculty  of  Arts  and  Social 

Sciences  and  a  Faculty  of  Public  Affairs  and  Management.  This  "new  look"  more  precisely  captures 

the  strengths  of  the  university  in  engineering  and  high  technology  on  the  one  hand,  and  public  policy 

on  the  other.  The  changes  will  necessitate  certain  program  reductions  or  restructuring,  mostly  in  the 

division  of  arts  and  social  sciences  and  public  affairs  and  management,  with  "applied"  programs  like 

journalism,  social  work,  public  administration  and  business  coming  under  the  banner  of  Public  Affairs  and  Management. 

New  and  improved  BA  and  BSc  programs  are  essential  to  the  renewal  process.  Steps  are  already  being  taken  to  make 

recommendations  for  change  that  will  strengthen  our  course  offerings  and  ensure  that  Carleton  undergraduate  programs  are 

the  best  in  the  country.  Proposals  for  academic  change  will  be  made  to  senate  this  spring  so  that  they  can  be  included  in  the 

calendar  for  the  1998-99  academic  year. 

In  December,  committees  were  struck  to  deal  with  the  transition  from  the  old  structure  to  the  new,  including  the 

composition  of  faculty  boards  and  the  transfer  of  designated  departments  and  schools  from  one  faculty  to  another.  I  fully 

expect  that  the  redesign  of  Carleton's  academic  structure  will  be  completed  on  target  by  July. 

There  has  been  much  healthy  debate  among  members  of  the  university  community  on  various  issues  related  to  this  process, 

but  there  is  general  acknowledgment  of  the  need  for  renewal  and  an  understanding  that  change  is  necessary  and  inevitable. 

There  is  an  urgency  to  complete  the  task  of  reshaping  the  university  which  is  compelled  partly  by  our  financial  situation  but 

also  by  a  recognition  of  the  need  to  constantly  improve  our  programs,  ,  ■  _

The  Mike  Makin  who  stares  out  from  the  cover  of  the  November  1995  issue  of 
Canadian  Printer — the  national  business  journal  that  serves  this  country's  printing 
industry — is  the  image  of  self-confidence.  Pin-striped  shirt,  polka-dot  tie,  suspenders. 
His  expression — frank,  bordering  on  the  defiant.  He  means  business  and  it  shows. 


At  the  time  the  photograph  was  taken, 
Makin  was  just  five  months  into  his  new 
job.  As  president  of  the  600-member 
Canadian  Printing  Industries  Association 
(CPIA),  Makin  had  inherited  an  organization 
that  had  a  history  of  running  up  deficits, 
and  that  many  claimed  was  sorely  out  of 
touch  with  its  members.  But  inside  the 
magazine,  the  cover  story  on  Makin  was  effusive.  Makin  was 
cited  as  "a  rising  star,"  "a  visionary,"  the  industry's  "white 
knight."  The  story  also  made  reference  to  his  age.  At  31,  Makin 
was  the  association's  youngest  president  ever. 

"Throughout  my  career,  I've  always  experienced  having  to 
prove  myself  because  I  wasn't  graying  at  the  temples,"  says 
Makin.  "Whether  I'm  appearing  before  a  Parliamentary  committee 
or  meeting  the  prime  minister,  I  can't  help  but  notice  that  people 
are  taken  aback.  'Who  is  this  kid?'  You  just  have  to  combat  that, 
and  show  them  the  skills  you  bring  to  the  position." 

'This  kid'  graduated  from  Carleton  just  over  a  decade  ago 
with  an  honours  degree  in  journalism.  After  a  brief  contract  with 


Agriculture  Canada,  where  he  launched  a  communication 
initiative  celebrating  the  centennial  of  Ottawa's  Central 
Experimental  Farm,  Makin  landed  a  job  with  the  Canadian 
Construction  Association  (CCA). 

"I  was  given  a  break  by  a  Carleton  grad,"  he  smiles,  flashing 
a  boyish  grin.  "I  just  sort  of  worked  my  way  from  there." 

That  might  be  something  of  an  understatement.  Makin 
ripped  through  the  organization  like  a  rocket.  In  less  than  nine 
years  he  went  from  government  relations  officer,  to  director  of 
government  and  public  relations,  to  senior  director  of  public 
affairs — the  number  two  spot  in  the  association. 

Makin  says  that  while  he  has  tremendous  respect  for  the  CCA 
and  its  president,  he  was  anxious  to  get  the  chance  to  actually 
lead  an  organization.  Hence  his  decision  to  try  for  the  top  spot 
at  CPIA. 

"I  found  that  public  affairs  work  is  somewhat  of  a  natural  for 
me,"  he  says,  "not  because  I  was  burning  with  confidence  or 
anything,  but  because  communication  skills  come  fairly  easy  to 
me.  You  don't  go  to  university  to  become  an  association 
executive.  It  just  sort  of  happens." 
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Today,  Makin  is  setting  out  to  bring  his  skills  as  a 
communicator,  leader  and  planner  to  his  new  position  as 
president  of  the  Carleton  University  Alumni  Association.  He  was 
elected  to  the  two-year  post  last  November,  when  he  succeeded 
outgoing  president  Gail  Larose. 

"I've  dealt  with  volunteers  throughout  my  professional 
career,"  says  Makin.  "Being  the  elected  head  of  an  organization 
of  volunteers  is  an  interesting  position  to  be  in.  Given  my 
background,  I  think  I  have  a  unique  insight  into  how  to  mobilize 
our  forces,  how  to  motivate." 

Makin's  performance  as  president  of  CPIA  may  provide 
Carleton  alumni  with  a  glimpse  of  what's  in  store  for  their  own 
organization  under  his  leadership.  According  to  Makin,  CPIA 
"was  teetering  on  the  brink  of  financial  Armageddon"  when  he 
took  office  in  July,  1995.  As  well,  the  organization  had  just 
undergone  a  massive  restructuring  which  Makin  says  was 
poorly  articulated,  poorly  developed 
and  poorly  implemented.  He  says  getting 
the  association  back  on  track  was  the 
biggest  challenge  of  his  professional 
career. 

"It  all  comes  down  to 
communication,"  he  says.  "If  you  had 
done  an  autopsy  on  the  beast,  you 
would  have  realized  that  what  was 
really  required,  as  in  all  associations, 
was  communication  with  the  members." 

Makin's  communications  therapy 
appears  to  have  done  wonders  at  CPIA. 
He  says  not  only  has  the  association 
produced  its  first  surplus  in  seven  years, 
that  surplus  is  a  whopping  1,300  per 
cent  higher  than  the  budget  target. 
Meanwhile,  the  association's  staff  has 
been  reduced  by  half  while  productivity 
has  doubled. 

If  Makin  can  orchestrate  these  kinds 
of  changes  in  an  organization  that's 
burdened  with  a  history  of  poor 
performance,  what  are  his  plans  for  the 
university's  alumni  association — one 
which  he  asserts  is  arguably  the  best  in 
the  country? 

"I  think  the  alumni  association  has  come  a  tremendous  way," 
says  Makin.  "And  I  want  us  to  continue  to  kick  butt  when  it 
comes  to  how  we're  compared  with  other  alumni  organizations. 
We  have  one  of  the  best  branch  and  chapter  networks,  but  we 
can't  rest  on  our  laurels.  We  have  to  forge  ahead,  provide  value 
for  service  and  be  professional." 

Makin  is  keen  on  using  the  association's  branch  and  chapter 
network  to  link  alumni  volunteers  with  Carleton  students  in 
search  of  mentoring.  "The  very  bright  and  those  with  initiative 
will  always  do  well,"  says  Makin.  "I  want  to  establish  a  network 
for  those  who  are  not  so  self-confident — a  community  of 
volunteers  who  are  able  to  provide  advice  in  any  number  of 
fields." 

But  Makin  says  his  first  priority  is  to  address  a  whole  series 
of  questions  surrounding  the  association's  governing  structure 
and  mission.  "I  want  to  define  clearly  the  composition  of  the

alumni  council,"  he  says.  "How  many  branches  and  chapters 
will  we  eventually  grow  to?  What  is  manageable?  What  are  our 
roles?  I  guess  what  we  need  is  a  sort  of  structural  genesis." 

Not  surprisingly,  Makin  sees  communication — between  the 
association's  elected  leaders  and  the  membership,  and  between 
the  association  and  the  university — as  key  to  the  process.  "Since 
my  election  as  president,  we've  secured  alumni  representation 
on  the  athletics  board,  and  we've  just  received  word  that  we'll 
now  have  alumni  representation  on  the  university  senate. 
Alumni  are  a  critical  part  of  Carleton,"  he  argues.  "I  want  us  to 
come  up  with  well  researched  positions.  I  want  us  to  have  a  clear 
vision  of  what  we  want  to  accomplish.  As  the  alumni  magazine 
continues  to  improve,  it's  having  an  impact  on  our  ability  to 
recruit  volunteers  and  in  getting  people  out  to  chapter  and 
branch  events.  I  want  to  make  sure  that  all  of  our  communication 
vehicles — the  magazine,  our  send-off  program,  career  days — 
tout  Carleton  the  way  it  should  be 
touted.  And  I  want  to  ensure  that  our 
voice  continues  to  be  represented  in  all 
of  the  major  decisions  that  are  made  at 
Carleton." 

Makin  says  he  sees  a  role  for  himself 
as  an  ambassador  for  the  university.  It's 
a  role  to  which  he  appears  well 
suited. "I'm  a  social  animal.  A  networker. 
A  people  person." 

If  there  was  any  doubt,  a  small  gallery 
of  photographs  on  his  office  wall  helps 
to  reinforce  the  point.  They  show  Makin 
with  the  "prime  minister,  the  former 
prime  minister,  the  governor  of  the 
Bank  of  Canada,  various  cabinet 
ministers — a  careful  balance  of  Grits 
and  Tories. 

"When  you're  a  lobbyist,  you  never 
know  who's  in  and  who's  out,"  quips 
Makin.  "These  are  just  people  I've  met 
during  my  career.  It's  a  nice  way  to 
cozy  up  the  office." 

There  are  photos  of  Makin's  family 
too — his  wife  Maureen,  whom  he  met 
at  Carleton,  and  their  new  baby,  Emma 
Shirley,  named  after  Makin's  mother, 
who  died  suddenly  in  1986,  just  three  weeks  after  Makin's 
graduation  from  Carleton.  Makin's  father  had  died  years  earlier. 

The  conversation  moves  back  and  forth  between  Makin's 
role  as  a  father  and  family  man,  and  his  role  as  the  president  of 
two  associations — between  his  professionalism  and  what  he 
calls  his  "crazy  side." 

"I  think  I'm  a  very  adaptable  person,"  he  says.  "I  think  I  have 
the  ability,  like  army  khakis,  to  sort  of  blend  in  with  any  social 
setting.  I  think  you  have  to  have  two  sides.  As  important  as 
professionalism  is,  you  have  to  have  a  sense  of  humour,  you 
have  to  be  able  to  make  people  laugh,  to  let  your  hair  down.  I 
like  to  have  fun.  I  like  to  be  crazy.  I  like  to  be  able  to  have  all 
sorts  of  veneers.  I  think  that  makes  me,  not  a  complicated 
personality,  but  well  rounded." 

For  Mike  Makin,  it's  a  formula  that  works.

Fighting  fat  with  fun  and  flavour

Carleton  grad  Janet  Podleski  and 
her  sister  Greta  have  cooked 
up  a  concept  that  has  all  the 
right  ingredients  for  success. 
Their  runaway  best-selling  cookbook, 
Looneyspoons:  Low  fat  food  made  fun, 
has  taken  the  publishing  world  by  storm, 
selling  60,000  copies  in  less  than  four 
months. 

"The  response  we've  been  getting  is 
beyond  our  wildest  dreams,"  says  Janet, 
BA/88.  "We're  heading  into  our  sixth  print 
run.  By  Canadian  standards  it's  really 
phenomenal." 

Less  than  four  weeks  after  its  official 
launch  on  September  16,  the  book  sold 
more  than  20,000  copies.  On  December 
14,  it  hit  the  top 
spot  on  the 
Toronto  Star's 
national  best- 
seller list  for 
paperback 
non-fiction. 

Janet,  31, 
and  Greta,  30,  of 
Ottawa,  teamed 
up  to  conceive 
the  idea  in  1995. 
They  combined 
Greta's  passion  for 
cooking  with 
Janet's  journalism 
background  and 
"corny"  sense  of  humour,  and  the  end 
result  was  a  perfect  mix  of  talents. 

The  self-published  healthy  eating  guide 
features  a  presentation  style  similar  to  the 
Loblaws  "Insider's  Report."  The  sisters 
created  the  layout  themselves  in  CorelDraw 
on  their  basement  home  computer  using 
cartoons  by  Ted  Martin.  In  addition  to  the 
150  taste-tested  recipes,  the  book  is  chock 
full  of  wacky  wit  and  humorous  hints  and 


how-to's  for  healthy  eating. 

Janet  literally  dreamed  up 
some  of  the  recipe  names  in  the 
middle  of  the  night.  She  recalls 
running  down  the  stairs  one 
night  shouting  "I've  got  it!  We'll 
call  them  Ross  Perogies!" 

The  sisters  knew  from  the 
beginning  the  book  would  be  a 
winner,  but  they  were  in  dire 
need  of  funds  and  expertise.  So 
the  pair  approached  Canadian 
author  Dave  Chilton,  of  The 
Wealthy  Barber  fame.  They  Janet 
boarded  a  train  to  Waterloo  and 
proceeded  to  wow  the  best- 
selling  author  with  a  complete  business 
plan  and  lap-top  presentation.  Chilton 
was  so  impressed  by  the  sisters' 
chutzpah —  not  to  mention  Greta's  low- 
fat  cheesecake  they  brought  along — that 
he's  already  invested  more  than  $100,000 
in  the  project.  He's  now  the  third  partner 
in  their  own  publishing  company,  Granet 
Publishing  Inc. 

"I'd  have  been  looney  not  to  get 
involved,"  says  Chilton,  "...all  the 
ingredients  for  success  were  in  place:  a 
fantastic  book,  together  with  authors 
whose  energy  and  commitment  are 
limitless." 

"My  sister  Greta  and  I  have  literally 
risked  everything  in  order  to  write 
Looneyspoons,"  says  Janet.  "We 
passionately  pursued  this  project  against 
incredible  odds  because  we  truly  believed 
that  we  could  change  people's  eating 
habits  for  the  better  by  taking  all  of  the 
intimidation  and  confusion  out  of  healthy 
eating  and  by  injecting  it  with  fun." 

Not  only  did  they  invest  all  of  their 
savings  (about  $30,000),  the  first-time 
authors  sold  their  car  and  even  hawked 
Janet's  wedding  dress  at  a  garage  sale  to

finance  their  dream.  The  biggest  step  was 
when  they  both  decided  to  quit  their  jobs 
on  the  same  day.  Janet  still  credits  her  five 
years  as  corporate  accounts  manager  at 
Corel  Corporation  with  inspiring  her  to 
succeed. 

"I  learned  a  lot  from  Mike  Cowpland," 
she  says.  "His  motto,  'Go  big  or  go  home' 
is  taped  up  on  my  wall  at  home." 

Janet's  foray  into  the  publishing  world 
came  after  graduating  from  the  psychology 
program  at  Carleton.  But  being  in  the 
spotlight  is  nothing  new  for  the  former 
all-star  athlete.  In  her  final  year  at  Carleton 
she  led  the  women's  soccer  team  in 
scoring  and  helped  the  team  finish  its  best 
single  season  ever  in  women's  soccer. 
She  was  named  to  the  Canadian 
Interuniversity  Athletic  Union  in  1987, 
becoming  the  first  woman  in  35  years  of 
athletic  competition  at  Carleton  to  be 
named  All-Canadian. 

"My  four  years  at  Carleton  were  perhaps 
the  most  enjoyable  and  memorable  of  my 
life"  says  Janet.  "I  made  lifelong  friends, 
found  a  new  place  to  call  home  and 
learned  the  value  of  hard  work  and 
perseverance."

If  dreams  really  come  true  and  hard 
work  pays  off,  Harry  Van  Hofwegan 
will  be  playing  NFL  football  until 
he's  35. 

The  much-awarded  former  Ravens 
defensive  lineman  says  he's  still  got  his 
eye  on  the  big  time  and  will  be  working 
toward  getting  a  tryout  in  the  U.S.  next 
season. 

Last  summer,  the  26-year-old  was 
signed  as  a  free 
agent  with  the 
Buffalo  Bills,  the 
first  Carleton  Raven 
to  do  so,  but  he  was 
released  after  five 
weeks.  Playing 
three  games  with 
the  Bills  was  part  of 
a  long  list  of 
accomplishments 
Van  Hofwegan 
accumulated 
between  November 
1995  and  January 
1996. 

His  input  on  and 
off  the  field  earned 
him  several  honors 
including  Carleton's 
athlete  of  the  year 
for  1995-1996  and 
the  coveted  J. P. 
Metras  trophy  for 

outstanding  all-Canadian  lineman.  He  was 
one  of  two  Canadians  picked  to  play  in 
the  East-West  Shrine  Bowl  at  Stanford 
University  and  was  named  to  the  1995 
Ontario-Quebec  Interuniversity  football 
all-star  team.  He  was  also  second  pick  by 
the  Winnipeg  Blue  Bombers,  where  he 
will  play  for  the  1997  season. 

"It  all  happened  so  quickly.  My  time  at 
Carleton  was  worthwhile  and  was  an

experience  that  most  people,  even  at  the 
university  level,  never  get,"  says  Van 
Hofwegan,  a  native  of  Scarborough, 
Ontario,  who  makes  his  local  home  in 
Nepean. 

He  credits  the  coaching  staff  at  Carleton 
for  supporting  and  encouraging  his  efforts. 
"They  bent  over  backwards  to  help  me 
with  my  training,"  he  says.  "Carleton's  got 
a  lot  to  offer.  It's  just  a  matter  of  how  much 
work  you  want  to 
put  into  it." 

Van  Hofwegan's 
attitude  also  went  a 
long  way  to  boost 
the  morale  of  his 
teammates,  says 
Dave  Kent,  Carleton 
athletics  sports 
information  officer.

"My  goal  is  to  start  in 
Winnipeg  this  season  and  play  all  18 
games  and  then  go  to  down  to  the  States 
and  play  for  many  years.  My  goal  is  to  play 
until  I'm  35."

On  the  fast-track

Lori  O'Neill  is  an  accountant  on 
the  fast  track.  She's  catching 
up  and  passing  many  of  her 
male  colleagues. 
The  30-year-old  Carleton 
commerce  graduate  was  recently 
named  a  partner  in  the  Ottawa  office 
of  Deloitte  and  Touche,  the 
international  public  accounting  and 
management  consulting  firm.  O'Neill 
is  the  youngest  partner  among  500  or 
so  nation-wide,  and  one  of  only  about 
25  women  partners  across  Canada. 
Her  eight-year  fast  track  shaved  about 
four  or  five  years  off  the  usual  time  it 
takes  to  make  partner  in  that 
competitive  industry. 

Even  more  unusual  is  O'Neill's 
industry  focus.  She  specializes  in 
providing  audit  and  business  advice

to  fast-moving  high-tech  firms  in 
Silicon  Valley  North.  Women  in  senior 
positions  in  finance  are  still  a  statistical 
minority.  And  that  statistic  is  even 
smaller  for  women  in  the  technology 
industry.  Neither  of  those  facts  has 
impeded  O'Neill's  progress. 

Finance  and  accounting  were 
always  in  her  plans,  she  says,  and  for 
that  reason  she  chose  the  commerce 
program  at  Carleton  which  has  an 
established  reputation  for  excellence 
in  accounting.  She  was  an  achiever 
during  her  years  as  a  student  at 
Carleton,  one  of  the  highlights  being 
her  membership  on  Carleton's  Inter- 
Collegiate  Business  Competition 
(ICBC)  accounting  team.  The  ICBC 
competition  is  an  annual  event,  hosted 
by  Queen's  University,  to  which 
universities  send  teams  of  students 
who  tackle  challenging  cases  in  a 
number  of  disciplines.  Carleton 
consistently  excels,  particularly  in 
accounting.  Having  been  a  participant 
while  at  Carleton,  O'Neill  used  her 
experience  to  coach  ICBC  teams 
following  graduation.  She's  now  a 
competition  judge. 

Student  memories  are  mostly  of 
books  and  beans  (that's  counting,  not 
eating  the  latter),  according  to  O'Neill. 
"I  was  a  keener  I  guess,"  she  says  with 
a  grin,  a  fact  that  didn't  escape  Deloitte 
when  they  came  on-campus  to  recruit 
in  1989.  "One  of  my  mentors  was  a 
Carleton  grad  as  well,  who's  now 
managing  partner  of  our  Vancouver 
office.  The  school  has  a  good  program 
and  we  still  find  some  of  our  best 
recruits  from  Carleton." 

Like  most  successful  people  O'Neill 
always  finds  time  to  fit  more  into  a 
hectic  schedule.  She's  on  the  board  of 
directors  of  the  Shepherds  of  Good 
Hope  and  is  on  their  finance 
committe — a  working  committee 
which  keeps  her  involved  in  the 
operations  of  the  organization.  She's 
a  member  of  the  board  of  directors  of 
the  Ottawa  Life  Sciences  Council.  She's 
an  avid  participant  in  tech  industry 
meetings  and  seminars,  as  well  as 
those  specific  to  her  own  field.  And 
finally,  she's  a  member  of,  and  provides 
finance  and  accounting  advice  to,  the 
Ottawa  Women's  Business  Network. 


lones  Smith 

Not  your  typical  math  nerd

Lones  Smith,  BAHons/87,  quotes 
Einstein,  reads  non-fiction  and 
enjoys  ballroom  dancing.  He  may 
be  bright  and  brainy,  but  this  31- 
year-old  math  whiz  says  he's  not  your 
typical  nerd. 

"When  I  was  in  high  school,  what  I 
most  wanted  to  do  was  work  on  math 
problems  or  read  books,"  he  says,  "but  I 
don't  consider  myself  to  be  a  nerd."  He 
adds  jokingly,  "I  also  waterski." 

Smith  is  used  to  the  ribbing.  At  the 
Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology 
(MIT)  where  he's  an  associate  professor 
of  economics — one  of  the  youngest  in  the 
department — someone's  even  painted 
over  a  pedestrian  crossing  sign  to  make  it 
read  "Nerd  Crossing." 

Math  has  always  come  easily  to  Smith, 
who  recalls  entering  contests  in  grade 
school  and  scoring  a  perfect  100  percent. 
After  graduating  with  top  marks  from  J.S. 
Woodsworth  Secondary  School  in  Ottawa, 
Smith  attended  Carleton  on  a  scholarship. 
His  academic  performance  is  still  legendary 
within  the  university's  math  and  economics 
departments.  Out  of  a  total  of  20  courses, 
Smith  earned  two  A's  and  18  A+'s  winning 
the  coveted  Governor  General's  award  in 
1987  for  the  highest  marks. 

Professor  Nicholas  Rowe  remembers 
Smith  as  a  gifted  mathematician.  "He's  a 
real  high  flyer.  MIT  has  the  top  economics 
department  in  the  world.  Lones  is  living 
proof  that  if  you're  good  enough,  you  can 
go  anywhere  with  a  Carleton  degree." 

Two  months  after  graduation,  Smith 
married  Ruth  (Currie),  who  also  has  a 
BAHons/87  from  Carleton.  They  headed 
off  together  on  scholarship  to  the 
University  of  Chicago  where  Smith  earned 
a  PhD  in  economics  in  1991  and  Ruth 
graduated  as  a  children's  librarian.  She's 
now  schooling  their  five-year-old,  the 
eldest  of  their  three  children,  out  of  their 
home  in  Lexington. 

Smith  fast-tracked  through  the 
American  job  pool  and  was  hired 
immediately  at  MIT  at  the  age  of  25.  He

could  have  followed  the  more  financially 
rewarding  route  to  Wall  Street  in  order  to 
"earn  ridiculous  sums  of  money,"  but 
Smith  says  he's  always  been  an  academic 
at  heart. 

"Mathematics  is  my  forte  in  life  I  guess," 
he  says.  "I  went  into  academia  to  make  a 
difference  and  the  way  you  make  a 
difference  in  academia  is  by  doing  research 
that  other  people  will  care  about." 

Smith  is  quick  to  dispute  the  "ivory 
tower"  image  of  academia.  His  65-hour- 
a-week  job  is  spent  teaching  micro- 
economic  theory  to  both  undergraduate 
and  PhD  students,  many  of  whom  are 
older  than  he  is.  And  when  he's  not  in  the 
classroom,  he's  studying  market  theories, 
conducting  research,  writing  grant 
proposals  and  trying  to  get  published. 

Despite  his  obvious  talent  for  number- 
crunching,  Smith  says  his  rise  to  success 
has  taken  a  lot  of  good  old-fashioned 
hard  work. 

"Success  is  rarely  given  to  anyone  on 
a  platter,"  he  says.  "No  matter  what  career 
you're  starting  out  at,  you've  got  to  work 
much  harder  than  the  rest  if  you  want  to 
make  your  mark."  He  adds,  "My  motto  is 
to  be  different  and  to  make  a  difference. 
I  hope  by  the  time  I'm  40  I  can  look  back 
and  say  that  I've  done  that."

Promoting  warm  friendships  between  cold  climates

It's  after  9  p.m.  on  a 
cold  night  in  the  former 
Soviet  Union,  and  Ann 
Collins  has  had  a  long 
day.  But  the  enthusiasm  she 
feels  for  her  foreign  service 
posting  crackles  as  loudly  as 
the  long  distance  line  carrying 
her  voice  back  to  Ottawa,  her 
hometown. 

Since  1995,  Collins  has  been 
working  hard  to  promote 
Canadian  businesses  abroad  as 
Canada's  consul  general  to  the 
historic  city  of  St.  Petersburg, 
Russia. 

"In  my  case  the  consulate  is 
mostly  a  trade  and  investment 
office,  so  most  of  the  work  that 
I  do  is  business  development 
work,"  Collins  explains.  "That 
means  helping  Canadian 
companies  to  enter  the  Russian 
market,  whether  it  be  exports 
of  Canadian  products  and 
services  or  creating  joint  ventures  with 
Russian  firms.  We  also  provide  regular 
consular  services  helping  Canadians  who 
are  in  distress  when  they're  abroad." 

Those  "regular"  services  include 
assisting  Canadians  who  lose  their 
passports,  run  into  trouble  with  the  law  or 
become  ill  while  travelling  in  Russia. 

In  addition  to  being  Russia's  second 
largest  city,  St.  Petersburg  is  also  the 
home  of  world  renowned  arts  institutions 
like  the  Hermitage  Museum  and  the 
Marinsky  Theatre,  formerly  known  as  the 
Kirov  Ballet.  This  environment  lends  an 
important  cultural  component  to  Collins' 
role  as  consul  general. 

"It's  a  city  very  rich  in  history  and 
culture,"  says  Collins,  "so  part  of  what  I 
do  is  encourage  cultural  exchanges  and 
ties  between  Canadians  and  the  city  of  St.

Petersburg.  Culture  is  now  an  important 
part  of  our  Canadian  foreign  policy  as 
well." 

Collins,  34,  received  her  MA  in 
international  affairs  in  1992  from  Carleton's 
prestigious  Norman  Paterson  School  of 
International  Affairs.  She  says  her  studies 
at  Carleton  were  invaluable  in  preparing 
her  for  her  career,  which  has  included 
positions  such  as  director  of 
communications  for  the  Canadian 
Exporters'  Association,  media  relations 
officer  at  the  federal  department  of  External 
Affairs  and  first  secretary  (commercial)  at 
the  Canadian  embassy  in  Moscow. 

"I  think  the  studies  that  I  undertook  at 
Carleton  were  certainly  instrumental  in 
my  being  accepted  into  the  foreign  service. 
There  is  a  network  at  the  Norman  Paterson 
School  that  helps  just  in  terms  of  the 


contacts  and  the  connections 
that  you  need,"  says  Collins.  "I 
think  it  also  helped  in  terms  of 
being  able  to  write  the  foreign 
service  exam.  The  other  thing 
about  the  program  that's  very 
helpful  is  that  it's  an 
interdisciplinary  program.  It's 
not  strictly  political  science  or 
economics,  so  we  studied  many 
different  subjects,"  she  says. 

Even  in  her  present  efforts 
to  help  Canadian  businesses 
enter  the  new  Russian 
economy,  Collins  finds  her  old 
ties  to  Carleton  are  still 
beneficial. 

"My  link  with  Carleton  has 
continued  to  be  very  helpful 
even  today  because  there  is  a 
cooperation  agreement 
between  the  Norman  Paterson 
School  and  the  St.  Petersburg 
State  University  and  also 
between    St.  Petersburg 
^^^^     University  and  Carleton's 
Institute   of  Central/East 
European  and  Russian-Area  Studies,"  says 
Collins. 

.  The  agreement  has  allowed  Carleton 
students  to  study  the  Russian  language  in 
St.  Petersburg  and  for  some  professors 
from  St.  Petersburg  to  spend  time  at  the 
Norman  Paterson  School  in  Ottawa,  adds 
Collins,  who  speaks  Russian  fluently. 

Growing  up  and  studying  in  Ottawa 
prepared  Collins  in  another  way  for  her 
current  posting.  Ottawa  is  the  second 
coldest  capital  in  the  world,  so  Collins  is 
used  to  the  cold  winters  she  encounters 
in  Moscow  where  she  frequently  visits 
the  Canadian  embassy. 

Even  frigid  weather,  however,  isn't 
enough  to  cool  the  warm  feelings  Collins 
expresses  for  the  people  she  has  been 
able  to  help  in  both  Canada  and  Russia 
since  leaving  her  alma  mater.

Julie  Nesrallah's  mother  knew  when 
her  daughter  was  a  mere  eight  years 
old  that  her  voice  would  take  her  to 
great  heights.  "My  first  performance 
was  as  a  member  of  the  Alta  Vista 
Public  School  Choir,"  Nesrallah  recalls. 
"My  mom  said  she  could  hear  me  above 
the  other  60  kids."  A  star  was  born. 

Nesrallah,  28,  is  a  mezzo  soprano.  She 
came  to  Carleton  in  1991  on  the 
recommendation  of  her  voice  teacher 
Barbara  Ross.  Ross  has  been  affiliated 
with  Carleton  for  almost  20  years  as  a 
performance  instructor.  Nesrallah 
graduated  with  a  BA  in  1 995 ,  and  can't  say 
enough  about  how  the  music  department 
has  prepared  her  for  a  future  in  opera. 
"The  department  is  fantastic,  the  professors 
are  above  and  beyond  the  rest,"  she  says. 
She's  confident  the  overall  academic 
foundation  provided  at  Carleton  will  serve 
her  well. 

Over  the  past  couple  of  years, 
Nesrallah's  career  has  soared  with  a  score 
of  performances  and  awards.  In  1995,  she 
won  the  Ontario  Registered  Music 
Teachers'  Association  competition  as 
"young  artist  of  the  year."  A  year  later,  she 
won  top  prize  at  a  performing  arts 
competition  in  Montreal.  This  past  summer, 
Nesrallah  was  chosen  by  the  Ottawa 
Choral  Society  to  be  a  soloist  on  tour  in 
Europe  in  performances  of  Mozart's 
Requiem. 

And  just  before  Christmas,  Nesrallah 
got  the  nicest  present  of  all.  She  was 
offered  the  leading  role  in  Rossini's 
L  'Italiana  inAlgeri,  her  debut  performance 
at  the  Pacific  Opera  in  Victoria  next 
September.  In  February,  Nesrallah  starred 
in  performances  of  La  Cenerentola  both 
in  Montreal  and  at  a  special  staged 
production  in  Carleton's  Alumni  Theatre. 


An  Ottawa  native,  Nesrallah  is  now 
completing  her  Artist  Diploma  at  McGill 
University.  She  says  she  has  two  major 
goals  to  strive  for. 

"I  would  love  to  sing  in  a  really  big 
famous  house  like  The  Met,  and  I  would 
love  to  be  on  the  cover  of  Rolling  Stone. 
"It  would  be  a  real  triumph  for  a  classical 


singer  to  cross  over— it  would  be  really 

cool." 

For  now,  Nesrallah  says  she  has  more 
than  enough  projects  to  keep  her  busy.

Earth-shaking  research 


Carleton  rising  star 
gets  $500,000  grant 
for  seismology 
studies

t's  not  every  research  area  you  can  call  earth-shaking. But 
when  it  comes  to  the  work  of  Carleton  grad  and  associate 
professor  of  earth  sciences,  Gail  Atkinson,  there  is  no 
other  way  to  describe  her  15-year  relationship  to  the 
world  of  seismology. 


Recently  Atkinson,  39,  and  colleagues  from  the  University  of 
British  Columbia  were  awarded  a  three-year,  $500,000  strategic 
partners  grant  from  the  Natural  Sciences  and  Engineering 
Research  Council  of  Canada  (NSERC),  with  support  from  the 
insurance  industry,  to  look  at  earthquake  losses  in  the  south- 
western British  Columbia  region  in  the  event  of  a  great 
earthquake.  The  last  such  earthquake  to  occur  in  that'area  was 
300  years  ago,  but  it  is  unknown  whether  the  next  great 
earthquake  will  occur  tomorrow  or  not  for  another  few  hundred 
years.  The  cause  of  these  earthquakes,  explains  Atkinson,  is  due 
to  the  Pacific  plate  subducting  beneath  the  North  American 
plate. 

There  is  some  sense  of  urgency  to  the  research  because  of 
the  recent  devastating  earthquakes  in  Los  Angeles  and  Kobe, 
Japan,  where  there  was  a  tragic  loss  of  life,  and  property 
destruction  in  the  billions  of  dollars.  Atkinson's  grant  is  shared 
with  her  two  colleagues  in  civil  and  geotechnical  engineering  at 
the  University  of  British  Columbia,  Liam  Finn  and  Carlos 
Ventura. 

At  Carleton,  the  focus  of  the  research  will  be  on  estimating 
the  ground-shaking  when  the  next  major  earthquake  occurs. 
The  work  will  be  carried  out  by  Atkinson,  her  research  associate 
Igor  Beresnev,  and  her  PhD  student,  Sean  Chen.They  will  be  in 
touch  personally  with  colleagues  in  the  field  and  will  be 
examining  data  using  computer  programs.  Their  seismological 
tools  will  include  a  combination  of  theoretical  models  and 
empirical  data  from  other  similar  subduction  zones  around  the 
world.  At  UBC,  Finn  and  Ventura  will  estimate  how  local  soil

conditions  will  amplify  earthquake  ground  motions  as  they  rise 
to  the  surface  and  in  addition  will  examine  the  structural 
response  of  various  types  of  buildings. 

"We  start  right  from  the  generation  of  the  ground  motion," 
Atkinson  explains.  "We  take  the  motions  through  the  crust  up 
to  the  surface,  and  then  we  put  them  into  the  buildings  and  we 
see  what  happens."  By  looking  at  a  portfolio  of  thousands  of 
buildings,  she  says,  some  estimates  can  be  made  as  to  the 
damage  that  will  occur,  what  the  dollar  losses  are  likely  to  be, 
and  what  buildings  are  most  at  risk  and  in  what  locations.  "The 
end  product,  we  hope,"  she  says,  "is  that  when  certain  types  of 
structures  and  key  areas  have  been  identified  as  heavy  potential 
losses,  local  officials  can  take  some  measures  today  that  will 
mitigate  the  damage  when  this  earthquake  occurs." 

According  to  Atkinson,  a  strong  and  comprehensive  case 
needs  to  be  built  to  convince  policy-makers  that  preventive 
measures  such  as  extra  reinforcing  in  major  bridges  and  key 
structures  could  prevent  the  most  devastating  effects  of  a  large 
earthquake. 

Atkinson  is  familiar  with  the  threat  facing  B.C.,  having  lived 
there  and  studied  the  seismology  of  the  area.  She  has  experience 
in  the  western  U.S.  and  eastern  North  America  and  currently 
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holds  a  large  grant  from  the 
American  National  Earthquake 
Hazards  Reduction  Program, 
funded  by  the  U.S  Congress,  to 
examine  historical  ground  motion 
occurrences  in  eastern  North 
America.  The  ground  motion 
hazard  in  eastern  North  America, 
explains  Atkinson,  is  very 
significant  in  certain  areas, 
including  the  Ottawa  and  St. 
Lawrence  Valleys.  Although  large 
earthquakes  are  less  frequent  here 
than  in  active  western  regions, 
they  produce  stronger  motions, 
which  cause  damage  to  structures 
at  much  greater  distances. 

For  the  past  15  years  she  has 
collaborated  on  ground  motion 
research  conducted  at  the  U.S. 
Geological  Survey  in  Menlo  Park, 
south  of  San  Francisco. 

Toronto-born  Atkinson  began 
her  studies  at  Carleton  at  the  age 
of  16  in  the  old  qualifying-year 
program.  She  was  impatient  to  get 
to  university,  she  says,  and  chose 
Carleton  for  her  start.  "For  me," 
she  says,  "Carleton  was  'First 
Chance  U'  and  after  I  had  been  at  the 
university  for  two  years  I  decided  to  stay 
because  I  was  very  happy  here."  Atkinson 
says  she  got  lots  of  individual  attention  in 
geology  and  physics,  which  were  her 
honours  subjects,  and  really  started  her 
career  in  seismology  through  project  work 
with  Georgio  Ranalli,  now  chair  of  the 
earth  sciences  department. 

Atkinson's  memories  of  being  a  student 
at  Carleton  are  of  a  particularly  happy, 
comfortable  place.  Geology  field  trips 
stand  out  as  especially 
noteworthy,  and  even 
though  women  in  the  mid-  u 
seventies     were  out- 
numbered by  men  at  least 
ten  to  one,  Atkinson  recalls 
that  she  was  never  made  to 
feel  out  of  place.  "When 

you     are     that  badly   

outnumbered,"  she  laughs, 

"you  certainly  get  noticed.  What  you 

make  of  it  is  up  to  you." 

Having  thus  been  challenged  by  and 
attracted  to  seismology,  Atkinson  traveled 
to  the  University  of  Western  Ontario  after 
graduation  from  Carleton.  There  she 
continued  her  interest  in  earthquake 
hazards  from  the  engineering  perspective,

completing  a  master's  degree  in 
engineering  science.  She  worked  in  a 
consulting  firm  in  Vancouver  for  a  few 
years,  all  the  while  building  professional 
contacts  for  the  future  and  maintaining 
her  main  interest  in  seismology.  Next, 
came  a  year's  fellowship  with  the 
Geological  Survey  of  Canada  in  Ottawa 
where  she  expanded  her  research  interest 
in  strong  ground  motion  and  began 
collaborations  with  colleagues  at  the  U.S. 
Geological  Survey.

After  a  stint  in  another  consulting  firm, 
this  time  in  Toronto,  examining  earthquake 
hazards,  Atkinson  thought  it  was  time  to 
set  up  her  own  firm  consulting  in 
engineering  seismology.  This  she  did  in 
Waterloo,  Ontario.  By  that  time  she  was 
married  to  Glenn  Greig,  whom  she  met 
while  studying  at  Western,  and  had  two 


small  children.  After  seven  busy 
years  juggling  career  and  family, 
Atkinson  decided  to  prepare 
herself  officially  for  the  academic 
milieu.  With  Ontario  Hydro 
sponsorship,  she  returned  to  the 
University  of  Western  Ontario  and 
in  just  three  years  completed  her 
PhD  studies  in  geophysics. 

In  1995,  she  and  her  family 
made  a  "life-style"  move  to 
Arnprior,  Ontario.  From  there  she 
decided  that  Carleton  looked  very 
appealing.  Her  letter  to  the 
department  coincided  with  a 
tenure  track  opening  in  the 
department  and  an  NSERC 
Women's  Faculty  Grant.  This  grant, 
good  for  three  years  and 
renewable,  provides  for  a  "reduced 
teaching"  appointment  and  is 
funded  partially  (about  50  per 
cent)  by  NSERC.  The  rest,  as  they 
say,  is  history. 

But  the  "history"  promises  to 
be  very  challenging  and  exciting 
for  this  young  Carleton  faculty 
member,  whom  her  dean,  Peter 
Watson,  describes  as  "a  rising  star, 
with  exciting  potential  and  impressive 
accomplishments. " 

Her  expertise  in  writing  proposals, 
her  numerous  professional  contacts 
throughout  North  America,  and  her  varied 
experiences  both  in  the  academic  world 
and  in  the  private  sector  mean  that  she  is 
very  good  at  what  she  does,  and  very 
adept  at  attracting  grant  money.  This 
pleases  her  department  and  helps  put 
Carleton  at  the  forefront  of  seismology 
research.  Everyone  wins. 

"Earthquakes  are  a  family 
^^^^  business,"  declares 
Atkinson,  whose  husband 
is  an  engineer  and  software 
designer  for  Nanometrics, 
a  Kanata  firm  that  designs 
and  builds  seismographic 
equipment.  "We  share  a 

  common  interest  and  he 

helps  to  keep  me  up  to 
date  on  the  latest  equipment  in  my  field," 
she  says.  The  children,  Wesley,  six,  and 
Peri,  nine,  are  "delightful  and  fun," 
according  to  their  mother. 

"I  enjoy  every  minute  of  every  day," 
says  Atkinson,  whose  only  problem  now 
is  finding  more  than  24  hours  in  the  day.

SURVEY 

Results  show  satisfaction  and  concern 


A  majority  of  Carleton  graduates  have  happy  memories  of  their  university 
experience  and  would  recommend  Carleton  to  a  close  friend  or  relative.  They 
are  more  likely  to  use  information  technology  than  most  Canadians,  and, 
overall,  they  are  pleased  with  the  university's  magazine.  But  a  significant 
number  express  their  concern  about  the  university's  reputation.  These  are 
some  of  the  preliminary  findings  of  the  first-ever  telephone  survey  undertaken 
by  the  university's  Department  of  Development  and  Alumni  Services. 


eginning  last  November,  the  alumni 
office  employed  a  team  of  students  to 
H    call  a  representative  sample  of  more 
than  1,600  alumni  across  the  country.  A 
^f"™^^^^^     total  of  855  agreed  to  take  part  in  the 
survey.  Respondents  were  asked  a  series 
H  of  questions  about  the  magazine,  their 
university  experience  and  how  they 
^m^^^m^^^^     view  Carleton  today. 
Seventy-eight  percent  of  the 


pointed  to  concerns  about  the  university's  reputation.  Forty 
percent  of  the  respondents  said  they  disagreed  or  strongly 
disagreed  with  the  statement,  "Carleton  has  a  good  reputation 
across  the  country."  Only  22  per  cent  agreed  or  strongly  agreed 
with  that  statement.  The  rest  were  either  neutral  or  had  no 
opinion. 

The  survey  also  looked  at  Carleton  University  Magazine. 
Here,  52  per  cent  of  the  respondents  said  they  were  either 
satisfied  or  very  satisfied  with  the  publication.  Only  six  percent 

expressed  dissatisfaction  with 


respondents  ranked  their 
overall  experience  at  Carleton 
as  good  or  excellent.  Seventy- 
four  percent  either  agreed  or 
strongly  agreed  with  the 
statement,  "Carleton  is  a  good 
university."  Only  four  percent 
disagreed  or  strongly  disagreed 
with  the  statement.  Seventy- 
one  percent  said  they  would 
recommend  Carleton  to  a  close 
friend  or  relative,  while  only 
seven  percent  said  they  would 
not. 

While  the  survey  showed 
that  the  people  who  know  the 
university  best  continue  to  be 
strong  supporters,   it  also

the  magazine,  while  the  rest 
had  no  opinion. 

Survey  respondents 
expressed  high  levels  of 
satisfaction  with  the  quality  of 
writing  in  the  magazine,  as 
well  as  its  design  and  layout. 
The  magazine's  most  frequently 
read  sections  included  the 
personal  updates,  news  about 
the  university,  stories  about 
alumni  and  recollections. 

Nearly  half  of  the 
respondents  said  they  would 
be  interested  in  reading  an 
electronic  version  of  the 
magazine  if  it  was  posted  on 
the  university's  Web  page. 
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The  survey — which  was  a  first  for  the  magazine — was 
undertaken  at  the  request  of  the  magazine's  editor  and  editorial 
advisory  committee. 

Committee  chair  Mark  Giberson,  who  is  a  communication 
consultant  with  the  Ottawa-based  Giberson  Group,  designed 
the  survey  questionnaire.  A  similar  survey  undertaken  earlier  by 
Queen's  University  served  as  a  model. 

"The  editorial  advisory  committee  and  the  professional  staff 
in  development  and  alumni  services  are  determined  to  improve 
the  magazine,"  says  Giberson.  "We  needed  to  get  a  reading  on 
what  alumni  think  of  the  current  publication,  what  their  interests 
are  and  how  they  feel  about  the  university.  The  results  of  the 
survey  are  still  preliminary,  and  we'll  need  to  do  some  cross 
referencing  to  determine,  for  example,  whether  grads  from  the 
'60s  and  70s  have  opinions  that  differ  from  more  recent 
graduates.  But  we  already  know  a  good  deal  more  about  the 


likes  and  dislikes  of  our  readers  than  we  did  before." 

Giberson  says  while  the  survey  results  show  a  high  level  of 
satisfaction  with  many  aspects  of  the  magazine,  he  is  concerned 
that  300  respondents  said  they  were  neither  satisfied  nor 
dissatisfied  with  the  publication. 

"That  tells  me  that  a  lot  of  our  readers  receive  the  magazine 
with  a  fair  degree  of  ambivalence.  We  want  to  produce  a 
publication  that  our  readers  look  forward  to  receiving  and  are 
anxious  to  read.  I  think  we're  moving  in  the  right  direction,  but 
we're  clearly  not  there  yet." 

Giberson  says  he  will  be  reporting  on  the  results  of  the 
survey  at  a  meeting  of  the  alumni  council  later  this  spring.  In  the 
meantime,  members  of  the  editorial  advisory  committee  and 
alumni  staff  will  continue  to  analyze  the  data  and  discuss  how 
the  findings  can  be  used  to  improve  the  publication.  Further 
reports  will  be  carried  in  future  issues  of  the  magazine.

As  many  of  you  may,  or  may  not 
know,  OC  Transpo,  Ottawa's  only 
bus  service  went  on  strike  in 
November  of  1996.

Many  students  were  left  with  no  mode 
of  transportation.  The  students'  association 
moved  into  action  and  attempted  to  fill 
the  transportation  gap  that  this  strike 
created,  and  ran  its  own  bus  service.  All 
members  of  the  executive  took  on  a  route 
and  drove  shuttle  buses  from  7:30  a.m. 
until  1 1 :00  p.m.  Monday  through  Saturday. 

The  shuttle  service  picked  up  at  six 
key  locationsaround  the  city  making  sure 
that  students  made  it  in  for  exams.

Tlhe  tenth  annual  charity  ball,  held 
at  the  Ottawa  Congress  Centre  on 
January  25,  surpassed  its 
predecessors  becoming  the  largest  and 
most  successful  ball  yet.

Getting  the  Ontario  govern- 
ment to  match  their 
donations  has  proven  to  be 
a  tremendous  motivator  for 
Carleton  donors.  When  alumni 
hear  that  they  can  direct  their 
contributions  to  assist  financially- 
needy  students,  and  get  the 
government  to  match  their  dona- 
tions, dollar  for  dollar,  their 
response  has  been  an  overwhelm- 
ing, "sign  me  up  for  this  great 
deal!" 

But  the  deadline  for  taking 
advantage  of  the  Ontario  Student 
Opportunity  Trust  Fund  program  is 
rapidly  approaching.  All  dona- 
tions or  pledges  must  be  made 
by  March  31,  1997.  That  means 
you  still  have  time  to  get  your 
cheque  in  the  mail,  to  double  the 
value  of  your  donation  dollars. 

If  you  want  to  take  advantage  of 
this  program,  but  aren't  in  a 
position  to  make  your  donation  by 
the  end  of  March,  you  can  send  in 
your  pledge  of  future  donations, 
and  it  will  still  be  eligible  for 
matching  funds.  Pledges  must 
include  the  amount  pledged  and 
when  it  will  be  paid,  and  all 
pledges  must  be  paid  by  March  31, 
1999,  in  order  to  be  eligible  for 
matching  funds.

Foundation  supports 
College  of  the  Humanities 


The  Maurice  Price  Found- 
ation, an  Ottawa-based 
education  foundation,  has 
recently  made  a  $500,000 
commitment  to  Carleton's  new 
College  of  the  Humanities.  The 
donation  will  be  paid  over  a  five-year 
period  and  will  be  used  for  teaching 
and  program  develop- 
ment in  the  college. 
"The  gift  from  the 
foundation  is  stupen- 
dous," says  the 
college  director,  Peter 
Emberley. 

"We  see  it  as  a 
strong  endorsement  of 
the  classical  liberal 
education  that  we 
believe  is  preparing 
our  students  in  the 
best  possible  way  for 
their  future  vocations." 

And,  according  to  Samuel  Ludwin, 
a  neuro-pathologist  in  Kingston,  a

relative  of  the  late  Maurice  Price  and 
currently  president  of  the  foundation, 
"Maurice  Price  would  have  been  well 
pleased  to  know  that  his  money  was 
supporting  this  enhanced  program  of 
studies  for  bright  students  in  the 
humanities."  Ludwin  says  that 
although  Maurice  Price  was  an 

engineer,  he  was  truly 
a  Renaissance  Man, 
who  had  a  keen 
interest  in  literature 
and  the  arts.  "He 
would  have  liked  to 
have  known  that  his 
money  was  making  a 
difference." 

Maurice  Price 
was  a  founding  owner 
of  Leigh  Instruments, 
the  Ottawa  area's  first 
electronic  high-tech 
company.  He  and  his  three  partners 
invented  the  famous  "black  box"  now

Ontario  Hydro  adds  support  for

used  to  record  flight  data  on  all 
commercial  airlines  throughout  the 
world.  Maurice  Price  retired  from 
Leigh  Instalments  at  the  age  of  47  in 
1972  to  pursue  a  variety  of  other 
interests.  He  died  in  1991. 

Ludwin  describes  Price  as  "a 
remarkable  man  with  a  tremendous 
intellect,  well  read,  and  with  a 
passion  for  music,  literature,  and 
travel."  He  was,  says  Ludwin, 
"intensely  curious  about  everything 
and  passionately  concerned  about 
knowledge."  He  took  a  great  interest 
in  education  and  in  libraries.  He  was 
a  keen  supporter  and  benefactor  of 
the  Carleton  Place  library  and  was  a 
founding  director  of  TVOntario.  At 
one  time  he  served  on  the  board  of 
directors  of  15  philanthropic  organi- 
zations. 

In  addition,  he  was  a  concert-goer, 
a  gourmet  cook  and  an  oenophile 
with  one  of  the  best  wine  collections 
in  Ontario.  Although  he  lived  most  of 
his  life  in  Carleton  Place,  his  travels 
took  him  throughout  the  world, 
visiting  new  places  and  seeing  old 
friends.  "Maurice  knew  how  to  enjoy 
his  life,"  says  Ludwin.  "He  had  a  lot 
of  fun  and  a  truly  generous  heart." 

Price  was  born  in  South  Africa.  He 
trained  as  an  engineer  in  Johannes- 
burg and  worked  on  the  railway 
system  for  a  few  years  there  before 
departing  South  Africa  for  further 
studies  in  Great  Britain.  At  the  age  of 
about  25,  he  moved  once  more,  this 
time  to  Canada  where  he  lived  and 
worked  as  an  engineer  in  Montreal 
for  10  years  before  the  final  move 
with  his  colleagues  to  Carleton  Place 
to  set  up  Leigh  Instruments. 

According  to  Ludwin,  Maurice  Price 
had  a  soft  spot  for  Carleton,  not  only 
because  it  was  in  Ottawa,  but  be- 
cause it  offered  the  possibility  of  a 
post-secondary  education  for  the 
disadvantaged  and  the  exceptional 
cases.  Price  was  also  interested  in 
"new  ventures"  and  would  have 
applauded  the  initiative  that  launched 
the  College  of  the  Humanities.  He 
would  have  been  excited  about  the 
college,  and  would  no  doubt  have 
had  strong  opinions  about  its  curricu- 
lum, but  he  also  would  have  seen  it 
as  very  good  for  Carleton,  says 
Ludwin.  "We've  done  the  right  thing." 


Ontario  Hydro  recently 
committed  $100,000  to 
Carleton's  Capital  Cam- 
paign to  help  fund  the 
Visiting  Chair  in  Women  and  Work 
within  the  School  of  Business. 

In  announcing  Ontario  Hydro's 
five-year  commitment,  Allan  Kupcis, 
president  and  chief  executive 
officer,  commented,  "The  universi- 
ty's strength  in  teaching  and 
research  in  this  innovative  field  will 
provide  a  leadership  role  in  helping 
corporations  and  society  better 
understand  gender  issues  in  the 
business  community." 

The  Ontario  Hydro  pledge 
enhances  the  major  commitment 
already  made  to  the  chair  by  the 
Royal  Bank  of  Canada  whose  name 
is  attached  to  the  research  and 
teaching  post. 

The  mandate  of  the  chair  is  to 
focus  on  academic  research, 
education  and  professional  activities 
related  to  the  field  of  women  and 
work.  The  chair  is  affiliated  with 
Carleton's  Centre  for  Research  and 
Education  on  Women  and  Work, 
which  brings  together  one  of  the 
most  highly  productive  groups  of 
scholars  in  the  field  of  women  and 
work  in  North  America.  The 
position  is  occupied  for  one  to 
three-year  terms  by  outstanding 
academics  or  executives  from  the 


private  and  public  sectors  who  have 
expertise  in  the  field. 

Women  make  up  over  one  third 
of  the  total  number  of  full-time 
faculty  within  the  School  of  Busi- 
ness at  Carleton.  In  percentage 
terms,  that  is  higher  than  any  other 
business  school  in  Canada,  and  in 
absolute  numbers  Carleton  has 
more  women  faculty  members  than 
schools  two  or  three  times  its  size. 
This  positions  Carleton  very  well  for 
research  and  education  in  the  field 
of  women  and  work. 

Heading  up  the  Centre  for 
Research  and  Education  on  Women 
and  Work  is  Professor  Linda 
Duxbury.  She  explains  that  as 
women  constitute  an  increasing 
proportion  of  the  work-force, 
organizations  and  society  must 
adapt  to  changing  gender  roles. 
One  of  the  most  effective  ways  for 
Carleton  to  help  foster  the  infusion 
of  new  ideas  is  through  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  visiting  chair  such  as 
the  Royal  Bank  Visiting  Chair  in 
Women  and  Work. 
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Student  telephone  canvassers  ring  in  success 


Talk  is  not  cheap  when  it 
comes  to  Carleton's  telephone 
outreach  program.  The 
program,  which  hires 
students  to  staff  phone  lines  seven 
days-a-week  to  raise  money,  is 
bringing  in  "big  bucks"  for  the 
university's  Capital  Campaign. 

"We're  making  a  phenomenal 
amount  of  money,"  says  Jamie  Logue, 
24,  a  student  caller  and  supervisor 
with  the  program.  He  estimates 
students  obtain  between  $8,000  and 
$9,000  in  pledges  in  an  average  three- 
hour  shift.  The  average  individual  gift 
is  about  $125. 

"It's  amazing,"  he  says.  "Our  top 
caller  has  already  brought  in  $41,000 
in  pledges  in  just  two  months." 

For  the  student  callers  who  log  an 
average  of  100  calls  per  shift,  the 
endless  ringing,  dial  tones,  busy 
signals  and  occasional  kooky 
voicemail  messages  are  just  part  of 
the  job.  But  when  they  do  connect 
with  a  grad  on  the  other  end  of  the 
line,  it's  all  worth  it. 

"It's  really  exciting,"  says  Kate 
Dudley,  23,  a  third-year  film  studies 
student  who  has  worked  for  the  past 
two  years  as  a  caller  and,  more 
recently,  as  a  supervisor  for  the 
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Third-year  Carleton  students  Jamie  Logue  and  Kate  Dudley,  leaders  in 
Carleton's  telephone  outreach  program. 


outreach  program.  She  recently 
raised  $13,000  in  a  two-week  period. 

Kate  and  Jamie  are  part  of  a  team 
of  about  30  Carleton  students  who 
work  for  the  telephone  outreach 
program.  So  far,  callers  have  targeted 
grads  in  Ontario  to  encourage  them 
to  allocate  gifts  to  student  aid  which, 
under  the  Ontario  Student  Opportuni- 
ties Trust  Fund,  will  be  matched 
dollar  for  dollar  by  the  provincial 
government  until  March  31,  1997. 
Callers  then  plan  to  focus  their 
fundraising  efforts  on  other  aspects 
of  the  university's  five-year  Capital 
Campaign  which  was  launched  in 
October. 

"We're  doing  more  than  just  asking 
for  money,"  says  Jamie.  "I  see  it  as  a 
job  in  public  relations.  There's  a  real 
connection  with  Carleton.  I  think  it's 
a  great  job." 

The  part-time  work  is  ideal  for 
students  because  the  site  is  conven- 
iently located  on-campus,  the  hours 
are  flexible  and  students  get  to  use 
some  of  the  most  advanced  computer 
technology  available  today. 

"Our  new  software  technology, 
SmartCall,  assists  us  in  maintaining 
our  professional  approach  to 
fundraising,"  says  Lynne  Johnson, 


manager  of  the  outreach  program.  "It 
gives  us  the  ability  to  increase  the 
number  of  graduates  we  contact,  it 
has  advanced  reporting  capabilities 
and  lets  us  increase  our  productivity 
at  a  lower  cost." 

In  addition  to  their  fundraising 
duties,  students  in  the  telephone 
outreach  program  also  call  alumni  for 
address  updates,  verification  and 
surveys. 

More  recently,  students  were 
involved  in  two  telephone  "firsts" 
which  had  nothing  to  do  with  money: 
the  Carleton  University  Magazine 
readership  survey,  and  the  student 
recruitment  campaign  which  targeted 
high  school  students  who  listed 
Carleton  as  one  of  their  top  three 
choices. 

According  to  Jamie  and  Kate,  both 
programs  were  an  enormous  success. 
Alumni  patiently  answered  the  25- 
minute  survey  and  the  high  school 
students  bombarded  the  callers  with 
questions  about  everything  from  how 
many  restaurants  are  on  campus  to 
what  type  of  clothes  to  pack. 

"These  are  answers  that  can't  be 
found  in  any  brochure,"  says  Jamie. 
"I  know  they  were  very  appreciative 
of  the  calls." 
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Gift  planning  for  young  professionals

Many  young  and  middle- 
aged  alumni,  with  fond 
memories  of  their  time  at 
Carleton,  would  like  to 
demonstrate  their  support  for 
Carleton,  but  think  that  they  lack  the 
means  to  do  so.  They  look  at  their 
other  commitments:  mortgage,  family, 
car  loans  and  post-Christmas  charge 
bills,  and  conclude  that  they  will  have 
to  wait  until  later  in  life  to  make  a 
significant  contribution.  But  these 
people,  often  in  their  high-income 
producing  years,  are  the  very  people 
who  could  most  benefit  from  a  tax 
break  by  donating  now. 

One  common  way  of  contributing 
without  causing  a  cash-flow  crunch  is 
through  a  pre-authorized  payment 
plan — cheque  or  charge.  By  making 
donations  via  monthly  or  quarterly 
payments,  many  donors  find  it  easier 
to  balance  their  many  financial 
commitments.  And  they  are  happier 
at  tax  time,  when  they  see  how  big  a 
credit  they  get  for  contributing  money 
they  barely  missed. 

Everyone  should  remember  that 
even  modest  donations,  made 
regularly,  quickly  add  up  to  make  a 
big  difference  to  Carleton.  But  some 
alumni  like  the  idea  of  leaving  a 
substantial  legacy,  rather  than  a  series 
of  smaller  donations.  Fortunately, 
there  are  several  ways  to  do  this,  tax- 
effectively. 

One  way  is  through  insurance.  By 
taking  out  an  insurance  policy  naming 
Carleton  University  as  the  beneficiary, 
you  can  make  a  series  of  modest 
premium  payments  (which  can  be 
tax-receipted  as  charitable  donations), 
and  Carleton  will  receive  the  "face 
value"  of  the  policy  when  it  is  paid 
out.  This  is  also  a  good  way  to 
guarantee  your  legacy  and  to  separate 
it  from  the  rest  of  your  estate.  If  you 
have  few  (or  no)  dependents,  you 
could  consider  naming  Carleton  as  an 
alternate  beneficiary  of  any  insur- 
ance you  currently  have,  especially 
group  insurance  that  is  automatic  or 
low-cost  in  many  workplaces. 

Another  way  is  to  direct  your 
annual  donations  towards  building 
an  endowed  fund,  usually  to 


establish  a  scholarship  or  bursary. 
Instead  of  starting  out  with  a  large 
lump  sum  of  capital,  which  is  the 
way  we  usually  think  of  endow- 
ments, you  start  out  with  whatever 
you  can  afford,  and  add  to  it  over 
time.  The  difference  is  the  fund 
won't  actually  start  paying  out  until 
the  endowment  has  reached  a 
certain,  pre-determined  size.  So  you 
might  contribute  for  10  years  before 
the  fund  starts  paying  out  awards, 
but  you  will  be  able  to  see  the 
cumulative  effect  of  all  your  dona- 
tions. 

Even  with  the  tax  benefits  of  life- 
time giving,  many  young  alumni  still 
find  it  difficult  to  balance  charitable 
giving  with  their  other  financial 
commitments,  yet  at  the  same  time, 
are  reluctant  to  direct  a  portion  of 
their  estate  to  benefit  charity,  feeling 
that  their  family  will  need  everything 
they  have  if  they  die  prematurely. 
This  concern  is  certainly  valid,  but 
there  is  still  a  good  way  to  provide 
for  causes  you  care  about,  without 
jeopardizing  your  family's  security— 
by  leaving  a  residual  or  contingent 
bequest. 

A  residual  bequest  means  that 
after  the  primary  beneficiaries  have 
received  what  you  intended  them  to 
receive,  the  residue  of  your  estate  is 
divided  among  any  secondary 
beneficiaries.  If  your  estate  is  not 
large  enough  to  provide  your 
primary  beneficiaries  with  the  level 
of  security  you  planned  for  them, 
then  secondary  beneficiaries  get 
nothing.  But  if  your  estate  has  grown

over  time,  or  the  needs  of  your 
dependents  diminished,  then  the 
secondary  beneficiaries  could  receive 
substantial  donations. 

A  contingent  bequest  is  one  in 
which  a  secondary  beneficiary 
receives  money  only  if  a  primary 
beneficiary  is  not  in  a  position  to 
receive  it.  For  example,  if  you  plan 
on  leaving  money  to  your  parents  or 
brother  or  sister,  who  could  easily 
predecease  you,  a  contingent  benefi- 
ciary could  be  named  to  receive  their 
portion  of  your  estate.  Since  many 
people  do  not  update  their  wills 
every  time  their  circumstances 
change,  it  is  good  to  have  contingen- 
cies such  as  this  built  into  estate 
plans.  Both  residual  and  contingent 
bequests  are  good  ways  to  provide 
for  a  charity,  after  your  family  or 
dependents  have  been  properly 
looked  after. 

Whatever  you  decide  to  do  for 
Carleton,  or  any  other  charity,  you 
should  take  this  opportunity  to 
review  your  estate  plan  and  ensure 
that  it  is  still  serving  your  current  and 
future  needs.  Make  sure  you  have  an 
up-to-date  will,  and  adequate  insur- 
ance in  place.  Then  you  can  relax, 
knowing  that  you  have  done  your 
best  to  provide  for  those  dear  to  you.

Since  its  doors  opened  in 
1922,  Ottawa's  Glebe 
Collegiate  has  forged  a 
unique  place  in  history  as 
the  city's  second-oldest 
collegiate  institute.  This  year 
the  school  celebrates  its  75th 
anniversary  with  a  grand  reunion  to  be 
held  on  May  8,  9  and  10. 

For  the  thousands  of  Glebe  grads — 
very  many  of  whom  went  on  to  study  at 
Carleton  University — the  reunion  is  a 
chance  to  meet  former  classmates,  enjoy 
a  taste  of  nostalgia  and  celebrate  75  years 
of  achievement. 

The  school's  reunion  organizing 
committee  is  expecting  a  massive  turnout 
of  between  1,000  and  3,000  high  school 
alumni,  former  faculty  and  support  staff 
from  coast  to  coast  and  from  across  the 
United  States.  Some  notable  "Glebites" 
who've  been  invited  include  news 
anchorperson  Peter  Mansbridge,  rock 
singer  Alanis  Morissette,  concert  pianist 
Angela  Hewitt,  comedian  Luba  Goy, 
author  Brian  Doyle  and  politician  Lloyd 
Francis. 

Retired  Latin  teacher  Cliff  Savage  is 
one  of  the  volunteer  organizers  for  the 
school's  75th  anniversary  reunion.  His 
assignment  is  to  locate  each  and  every 


teacher  who  ever  taught  at  Glebe.  It's  a 
daunting  task  that  he  takes  quite  seriously. 

"I've  made  it  my  job.  I  work  on  it  every 
day — sometimes  10  to  12  hours  a  day," 
says  Savage.  "It's  become  an  obsession 
that  I  have." 

To  date  Savage  has  managed  to  locate 
almost  85  per  cent  of  the  estimated  600 
teachers  who  have  ever  worked  at  Glebe 
Collegiate.  He's  pored  over  old  staff  lists, 
yearbooks,  pamphlets  and  photos 
searching  for  names  and  addresses.  The 
task  is  made  even  more  challenging  by 
the  fact  that  all  school  board  files  are 
confidential. 


"I'm  having  fun,"  says  Savage.  "It's  a 
nice  feeling  to  know  that  your  efforts  are 
worthwhile.  It's  my  contribution  to  the 
old  school." 

Committee  members  have  worked  hard 
to  pull  off  a  successful  event.  They've 
coordinated  Canada-wide  publicity, 
organized  deals  on  travel  and  hotel 
arrangements,  ordered  special  reunion 
souvenirs  and  have  put  together  an 
impressive  program  of  events  and  exhibits 
for  attendees. 

Highlights  include  a  nostalgic  musical 
show  starring  current  Glebe  students  who 
will  perform  a  series  of  skits  to  relive  the 
memories  and  music  of  the  different  eras. 
A  gala  dinner-dance  on  Saturday  night 
will  feature  live  music  by  the  Jive  Wires, 
an  Ottawa  band  whose  members  are 
mostly  Glebe  graduates.  The  weekend 
also  promises  an  open  house  featuring 
special  "decade  rooms"  where  pictures 
and  memorabilia  from  years  past  will  be 
displayed.  A  series  of  receptions,  pub 
nights,  alumni  games,  significant  reunions, 
a  family  barbecue  and  athletic  alumni 
gatherings  round  out  the  weekend  agenda. 

But  the  most  challenging  task  for 
organizers  is  to  locate  and  contact  former 
students  and  staff  to  encourage  them  to 
come  back  for  the  reunion.  And  here's 
where  Carleton  alumni  can  help  out.

Grads  team  up  for  home  show 


Three  Carleton  grads  from 
Ottawa  have  pooled  their 
talents  to  produce  a  new  13- 
part  television  series  now 
airing  on  the  Life  Network. 

Homes  by  Design,  a  home- 
decorating  and  design  program  is  the 
brainchild  of  Neil  Bregman,  BA/80, 
president  and  co-owner  of  Sound 
Venture  Productions,  an  Ottawa 
television  and  radio  production 
company. 

The  show's  host  isHolly  Larocque, 
BA/78,  best  known  for  her  work  in  the 
CBC  children's  show  Under  the  Umbrella 
Tree.  A  partner  in  the  show  is  Ottawa 
architectBarry  Hobin,  BArch/74,  first 
vice-president  of  the  Royal  Architecture 
Society  of  Canada.  He  acts  as  the  show's 
guest  expert  on  the  finer  points  of 
architecture  in  the  homes  featured. 

"The  three  principals  involved  are 
Carleton  grads,"  says  Bregman.  "That's 
a  good  connection." 

Bregman  and  Hobin  are  both 
members  of  Carleton's  presidential 
advisory  council  in  Ottawa.  They  kept 
running  into  each  other  at  the  meetings 
where  they  tossed  around  the  idea  of 
collaborating  on  the  show.  Says

Bregman,  "The  Carleton  connection 
certainly  played  a  role  in  bringing  us 
together."  While  Bregman  didn't  know 
Larocque  at  Carleton,  he  was  familiar  with 
her  work  and  knew  she'd  be  perfect  for 
the  show. 

The  series,  which  features  medium  to 
upscale  homes,  is  based  on  such  themes 
as  homes  by  the  sea,  homes  in  the 
mountains,  and  even  homes  made  of 
glass.

Production  started 
immediately  and  the  first  episode  aired  in 
January.  Each  of  the  13  episodes  will  be 
broadcast  six  times  weekly,  including

two  broadcasts  in  prime  time.  The 
production  company  is  hoping  to  close 
a  deal  that  will  extend  the  contract  for 
future  series. 

Originally  formed  in  1979, 
Bregman's  Sound  Venture  Productions 
has  won  international  acclaim  for  its 
innovative  television  programing.
